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Radio 2 listeners urged 
‘not to visit’ Lyme Regis 


IN a blast of nega¬ 
tive publicity, 
radio listeners 
were urged not to 
visit Lyme Regis 
over the Bank 
Holiday because 
“there’s no where 
to park and you 
can’t get any 
money”. 

An angry listener 
made the comment on 
Radio 2’s Jeremy Vine 
show, which has just 


posted record figures 
for his weekday morn¬ 
ing programme. 

With no park and 
ride, no ATM machine 
operating at Tesco and 
the ladies’ toilets 
closed on the seafront, 
Lyme’s late Bank Hol¬ 
iday turned into a 
nightmare for the 
town council. 

This newspaper re¬ 
ceived dozens of com¬ 
plaints from locals and 
visitors. Traders were 
angry about the lack of 
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parking with drivers 
circling the town sev¬ 
eral times to find a 
parking space. 

Roadside verges 
were crowded with 
unauthorised parking 
and there were reports 
of residents’ drive¬ 
ways being blocked. 

Among those to vent 
their frustration was 
Cobb boatman Harry 
May. 

He wrote to the View 
from Lyme Regis stat¬ 
ing: ’’Well now its offi¬ 
cial, on Radio 2's 
Jeremy Vine show 
millions of listeners 
were told not to visit 
Lyme Regis as there 
was no parking and no 
cash. Luckily the per¬ 
son who rang up the 
radio station did not 
need the loo while she 
was here because that 
would have made an¬ 
other headline we 


don't need. 

“And yet, despite 
having Lyme Regis 
Town Council in 
charge, we have had a 
very good Spring Bank 
Holiday although of 
course we are hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of 
visitors down because 
the town council have 
not sorted out the park 
and ride and don't ac¬ 
tually appear to be 
doing anything about 
it. 

“If I had a business 
in the main street 
with their high rents I 
would be seething as I 
would know I had lost 
at least 25 per cent of 
my potential cus¬ 
tomers due to parking. 

“I read with great in¬ 
terest in last week's 
View from Lyme that 
local councillors have 
expressed their disap¬ 
pointment over the 


time WDDC are taking 
to hand over more of 
their assets (ie car 
parking, public toilets 
and the Information 
Centre) to Lyme Regis 
Town Council. After 
the havoc that has de¬ 
scended on our town 
this week I would sug¬ 
gest that until this 
council get our present 
problems sorted it 
might appear to be 
complete madness to 
the ordinary man in 
the street to hand them 
more powers. Better to 
restrict their powers to 
organising events like 
the over 70s Christmas 
party, on second 

thoughts no.the 

parking could become 
an issue.” 

Hundreds of visitors 
found themselves un¬ 
able to draw out cash 
with the town’s three 
banks now closed and 
the only ATM machine

Dorset residents alerted to fraud trends 


DORSET Police is alerting residents to new 
and emerging fraud trends affecting the 
county. 

Every month, Dorset Police will be updating 
the new Fraud Alert page on the Force web¬ 
site, with emerging fraud trends that are af¬ 
fecting the residents of Dorset. 

Fraud often affects the most vulnerable in 
the community, but anyone can become a 
target. Fraudsters do not just target individu¬ 
als, they target businesses too. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard from 
the Economic Crime Unit, said: "People often 
feel embarrassed about being a victim of 
fraud, but there is no reason to be. It can hap¬ 
pen to anyone and it is important you tell us. 

"Reporting fraud helps us to understand the 
new trends and techniques being used by 
criminals and gives us the opportunity to warn 


others before they become vie 
tims." 

The UK has a centralised fraud 
reporting centre called Action 
Fraud. They record all incidents, 
refer cases to the police for in¬ 
vestigation and provide specialist 
support and advice. 

The Fraud Profile for Dorset shows 
that 2,406 crimes were reported between 
April and September 2016. The total victim 
loss was £4.6 million pounds and the most 
commonly targeted victims were aged be¬ 
tween 60 - 79yrs. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard contin¬ 
ued: "It’s easy to be caught out. Fraudsters 
are clever and know how to gain your trust. 
Make sure you don’t give out any personal in¬ 
formation to anyone unless you have con¬ 



firmed who it is you are speaking to. 
"Remember: You will never be 
asked for your personal banking 
details, such as passwords and 
PIN numbers. If you are, hang up 
and contact the organisation/ 
company back by using a number 
you know, such as one from your 
latest bill, in the telephone book or 
from their official website. 

"If you receive a suspicious phone call, hang 
up immediately, dial 1471 and note the num¬ 
ber that called you, then contact Action Fraud 
on 0300 123 2040, or online at actionfraud. 
police.uk Action Fraud will alert Dorset Police.

Summer drink-drivers to be named and shamed 


DORSET Police has launched its 
summer drink and drug driving 
campaign. 

Drivers are being reminded that 
the consequences of driving under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs 
can be devastating and those 
caught will be publicly named by 
the force. 

Throughout the month-long op¬ 
eration, officers will be requesting 
breath tests from all drivers in¬ 
volved in road traffic collisions, ir¬ 
respective of whether or not they 
suspect an offence. 

Drivers can expect to be tested dur¬ 
ing routine stop checks and if they 
are stopped for an offence. Field Im¬ 
pairment Tests (FIT) will be con¬ 
ducted on drivers suspected of being 
unfit to drive through drugs. 

During 2016, 880 people were ar¬ 
rested for testing positive for alco¬ 
hol, refusing to provide a breath test 
or failing their test by blowing over 
the legal limit. A further 128 people 
were arrested for drug driving. 

Police Constable Heidi Moxam, 
Dorset Police’s Casualty Reduc¬ 
tion Officer, said: “With the 
weather continuing to get better, 
we’re at a time when drivers are 
more likely to risk drink or drug 
driving after socialising. I would 
ask those planning to go out for a 
few drinks to consider how you’re 
going to get home beforehand. 

“Nationally, on average 3,000 
people are killed or seriously in¬ 
jured each year in drink drive col¬ 
lisions. 

“Too many people, fail to con¬ 
sider the untold devastation that 
drink and drug driving can cause. 
Alcohol impairs many of the func¬ 
tions necessary for safe driving - 
reaction times go up and spatial 
awareness is significantly re¬ 
duced. You don’t have to be drunk 
to be a drink driver.” 

Chief Inspector Adrian Leisk, 
Head of the Alliance Roads Polic¬ 
ing team across Devon & Cornwall 
Police and Dorset Police, said: 
“People convicted of drink or drug 
driving can expect to be banned 
from driving for at least 12 months, 
receive a fine of up to £5,000 and/or 
six months in prison. 

“When someone dies as a result 
of a collision involving a drink or 
drug driver, sentences can carry a 
penalty of up to 10 years in prison. 


Don’t risk it, it’s never worth it.” 

As in previous campaigns, 
anyone charged with a drink driv¬ 
ing related offence during the cam¬ 
paign will have their name and 
court appearance details released 
to the media. Custody images of 
those convicted could also be is¬ 
sued. 

During the 2016 Summer drink 
and drug driving campaign, 45,267 
motorists were breathalysed acro¬ 


ss the country, with 4,539 (10.0 per 
cent) testing positive or failing to 
provide a sample. 

OA total of 2,588 drug tests were 
administered, resulting in 1,028 
drivers testing positive (39.7 per 
cent).

DORSET residents will be heading to the polls 
tomorrow (Thursday) - along with the rest of 
the country - to cast their votes in the general 
election. 

In the West Dorset constituency, which cov¬ 
ers Bridport, Beaminster, Lyme Regis and 
Dorchester, Sir Oliver Letwin (Conservative) 
will be challenged by Lee Rhodes (Labour), 
Kelvin Clayton (Green) and Andy Canning (Lib¬ 
eral Democrat) for the area's seat. 

Sir Oliver has a majority of more than 50 per 


cent and polled 16,000 votes more than his 
nearest rival - Liberal Democrat Ros Kayes - in 
2015. 

In the South Dorset constituency, which in¬ 
cludes Weymouth and Portland, incumbent 
Richard Drax will face Tashi Warr (Labour), 
Howard Legg (Liberal Democrat) and Jon Orrell 
(Green) in a bid to secure his role. 

Conservative Mr Drax took the South Dorset 
seat from Labour in 2010, only to increase his 
share of the vote two years ago. 


Flying the flag for civil engineering 


THE project to repair the har¬ 
bour walls at West Bay has 
joined a campaign to promote 
civil engineering in Dorset. 

The campaign, called This is 
Civil Engineering' and devel¬ 
oped by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers (ICE), was launched 
in association with Raymond 
Brown Construction Ltd at West 
Bay Harbour last month. 

The campaign's primary aim is 
to raise the profile of civil engi¬ 
neering through increased awa¬ 
reness and understanding of 
the contribution that it makes to 
our quality of life. 

ICE has developed banners 
and signage to be displayed at 
project sites, helping members 
of the public to make the link 
between the infrastructure on 
site and its positive impact 
within the community. 

Miranda Housden, regional di¬ 


rector for ICE South West, said: 
"The 'This is Civil Engineering' 
campaign promotes the contri¬ 
bution of civil engineering to so¬ 
ciety and we are proud to be 
displaying the banner at promi¬ 
nent sites within our region. 

"The campaign helps us to 
highlight the variety and impor¬ 
tance of civil engineering to the 
general public." 

The inner harbour was first 
constructed following the 1722 
Bridport Harbour Act and the 
harbour is Grade II listed. 



The wall has significant crack¬ 
ing and was seen to be in poor 
condition with a section of the 
wall known to have a large void 
beneath it. 

The Design and Build contract 
was let to Raymond Brown Con¬ 
struction in February 2017 and 
will be completed over a six 
month period. 

They are using innovative solu¬ 
tions to stabilise the harbour 
wall, fill the void and repair all 
damage to the harbour wall. 

A spokesman said: "Raymond 
Brown Construction is pleased 
to support the ICE's 'This is Civil 
Engineering' campaign. 

"We hope our support on this 
project helps raise public awar¬ 
eness of civil engineering and 
goes some way to attract new 
people into a rewarding career 
within the industry." 
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Council to hear formal complaints 
over hike in chalet site license fees 


THREE Lyme Regis councillors have put them¬ 
selves forward to hear formal complaints from 
Monmouth Beach chalet owners, after their 
site license fees were raised by 25 per cent. 

The council selected members to sit on a com¬ 
plaints panel, after four chalet owners decided 
to formally invoke the council’s complaints 
procedure. 

The council agreed in December 2015 to in¬ 
crease the site license fees for chalet, caravan 
and day hut owners at Monmouth Beach by 25 
per cent, resulting in a significant number of 
owners refusing to pay the full amount. 

Speaking at a recent full council meeting, 
town clerk John Wright reported that this 
problem had largely been resolved, but four 
owners wanted to invoke the formal com¬ 
plaints procedure. 

He said: “I think everybody is aware we had 
a lot of people not paying all of their charges to 
us this financial year. At one point it was 84 
people; that’s all been whittled down to what

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we consider a manageable number. People 
have paid but there’s still four people saying 
that they want to formally invoke the com¬ 
plaints procedure. 

“What we’ve not done is treated complaints 
historically because there’s been so many peo¬ 
ple aggrieved with the council’s decision that it 
wouldn’t be possible to feasibly do it, so we 
agreed with the residents association that we 
would work through it, get to an absolute num¬ 
ber of people who wanted to complain and it’s 
four.” 

Mr Wright said it would be “very difficult” for 
officers to deal with the complaints because 
they could be accused of not being independent, 
as he and the deputy town clerk had been heav¬ 
ily involved in the matter from the start. 

“We have agreed with the people concerned 
that we take it straight to a member panel and 


they’re happy that it goes straight to members 
and misses the officer stage of the process,” he 
commented. 

Councillor Owen Lovell put himself forward 
to sit on the panel, as he said he felt it was “un¬ 
finished business” from his recent term as 
Mayor of Lyme Regis and he would “like to see 
it through”. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe also put himself 
forward, although he expressed concerns that 
all councillors had been party to the decision 
to increase site license fees, so could be accused 
of not being independent. 

The town clerk replied: “Everybdoy is party 
but there needs to be a panel of fair-minded 
members to review this because there’s no 
where else for it to go.” 

It was agreed that Councillors Lovell, Lar¬ 
combe and Derek Hallett would sit on the com¬ 
plaints panel with the hearings expected to be 
held this month. 


WHERE CAN I GET CASH? 

COMPLAINTS flooded in over half term as 
frustrated residents and holidaymakers 
struggled to find anywhere to take out cash 
from their bank accounts in Lyme Regis. 

Following last month's closure of the town's 
last bank, Lloyds, Lyme has been left with 
just one free cash point putside Tesco. How¬ 
ever, this has been out of order for ten days 
leaving many questioning where they could 
take out cash. 

Lyme Regis Post Office offers free cash 
withdrawals and there is an ATM in the 
Amusement Arcade on Marine Parade, al¬ 
though this charges £1.85 per transaction. 
The Co-operative and some other town cen¬ 
tre businesses also regularly offer cash back. 

New operations manager for council? 

TOWN councillors will consider whether to 
employ a new operations manager at a 
Human Resources Committee meeting 
tonight (Wednesday), following a staff resig¬ 
nation. 

Elliott Herbert, who was the council's first 
operations manager, leading the authority's 
team of outside staff, has stepped down 
from the role. 

Councillors will tonight consider the future 
of the role, whether a new operations man¬ 
ager is needed and whether the functions of 
the job should be changed.

at Tesco out of action for ten days. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds chair¬ 
man of the town council’s Tourism, 
Community and Publicity Commit¬ 
tee, has been trying to find a solu¬ 
tion.

Lyme to receive estimated £100k 
in funding from developments 


A WORKING party has been set 
up to consider how best to spend 
funding totalling an estimated 
£100,000 available for capital 
projects in Lyme Regis. 

Town councillors were recently 
informed that West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council is currently holding 
Section 106 funding likely to be 
about £100,000 specifically for 
Lyme Regis, and is asking for pro¬ 
posals on how it could be spent 
on capital projects that cover 
public open spaces; recreation, 
parks, gardens and outdoor 
sports; play areas; allotments; 
amenity space; natural green 
space; community venues; muse¬ 
ums; waste collection; waste dis¬ 
posal; and coastal protection. 

Section 106 agreements, also 
known as planning obligations, 
are private agreements made be¬ 
tween local authorites and devel¬ 
opers, and can be attached to a 
planning permission to make ac¬ 
ceptable development which 


would otherwise be unaccept¬ 
able in planning terms. 

Councillor Derek Hallett said the 
funding provided the council an 
opportunity to develop Straw¬ 
berry Field, land off Charmouth 
Road which has been set aside 
for sporting and recreational use. 

He commented: "We have done 
absolutely nothing with it and 
here's our chance to get it off the 
ground and get things going." 

However, Councillor Owen 
Lovell warned Councillor Hallett 
not to "get his hopes up too 
much" as he said the funding 
would probably be ring-fenced 
for just one of the above cate¬ 
gories. 

Councillors Lovell, Brian Lar¬ 
combe, Stephen Miller and 
Cheryl Reynolds will sit on a 
working party to discuss ideas. 
These meetings will be held in 
private and any proposals will 
then be brought back to council. 


Former Lyme man dies in Germany

Mr Jones is survived by his wife, 
a son and daughter and a sister. 

A memorial service for Mr Jones 
will be held in Lyme Regis Parish 
Church on June 17th.

The operator running the Char- 
mouth Road service went out of 
business earlier in the year, with no 
replacement having been found, and 
the council is waiting for planning 
permission for the Sidmouth Road 
site. 

The council was forced to close the 
ladies toilet on the seafront on the 
Thursday before bank holiday and 
have been investigating the possi¬ 
bility of possibility of providing 


good quality mobile toilets on a 
short term basis. 

After hearing that the ladies’ toi¬ 
lets on the seafront, owned by the 
town council, were closed to the 
public the toilets at the Woodmead 
Halls were opened throughout the 
Bank Holiday and half term week 
for users of the Woodmead car park 
to help alleviate the issue. 

Philip Evans, chairman of the 
halls management committee, said: 
“We were inundated with requests 
to use the toilets by car park users. 
Negotiations are still proceeding 
with the council to re-open the toi¬ 
lets for the summer and we hope to 
have a conclusion to this in the near 
future.”

RECORD-breaking event Guitars On The Beach will return 
to rock Lyme Regis this month with a guest appearance 
from Ray Dorset, frontman of the 1970s band Mungo Jerry.

Official opening for Charmouth 
Coastwatch Institution station 

SIR Oliver Letwin will officially open the Lyme Bay Na¬ 
tional Coastwatch Institution (NCI) satellite station at 
Charmouth on Saturday, June 10th. 

The Charmouth station, which has been providing a 
weekend and bank holiday service since May 2016, is 
based in a Napoleonic lookout just above the Char¬ 
mouth Heritage Coast Centre. 

The station provides complementary support to the 
main Lyme Bay NCI station at Burton Bradstock, cover¬ 
ing the inshore sea area between West Bay and Lyme 
Regis. 

Those scheduled to attend the official opening, to be 
held at 10.15am, include the Lord Lieutenant of Dorset, 
Angus Cmapbell; the High Sheriff of Dorset, John 
Young; Lyme Bay NCI chairman and former High Sheriff 
of Dorset, Jennifer Coombs; former High Sheriff of 
Dorset Sir Philip Williams; and senior members of NCI 
and the blue light services. 

NCI provides eyes along the coast, monitoring mar¬ 
itime radio channels and maintaining listening watch. 
Visual surveillance monitors seaborne vessels and vul¬ 
nerable activities such as wind surfing and kayaking. 

Locally, volunteer watchkeepers also provide a valu¬ 
able service to members of the public advising on walk¬ 
ing routes, tides and general sea conditions. 

The NCI maintains close contact with the coastguards, 
reporting any emergences and, if required, co-ordinates 
with search and rescue services such as the RNLI at 
Lyme Regis. 

The lookout was built in 1804 by the Customs and Ex¬ 
cise Service against the backdrop of the Napoleonic 
threat and smuggling. The lookout was used through¬ 
out the 19th century by the Excise and Coastguard ser¬ 
vices which were taken over by the Admiralty in 1856. 

It ceased being used as an observation post in 1909 
and Charmouth Parish Council took over the lookout in 
1945, and it has more recently been used as a beach 
hut. 

The NCI is pleased to be using this historic building for 
activities closely related to its original purpose.

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5 TIPS FOR LOFT 
S 




IF YOU need more space at home, convert¬ 
ing the loft into an extra room, or rooms, can 
make a lot of sense, both now and when you 
come to sell 

1. If your home's loft is more useful to you 
as living space than storage, converting it is 
the obvious thing to do. A loft conversion 
should make your home more valuable and 
sellable, and if you can fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, as well as a bedroom 
and built-in storage, you have the perfect 
master or guest suite. 

2. Loft conversions cost from around 
£20,000, but are often a lot more, depending 
on the size, spec and type of conversion. The 
cheapest and easiest loft conversions are 
ones with only skylights, as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal 
if the loft has limited space and head height. 

3. Building out the roof to create more use- 
able space inside will give you a much more 
satisfactory conversion. As long as there are 
no planning restrictions, building a full-width 
dormer window across the roof at the back and 
changing the side of the roof so it's 'straight' 
(viewed from the front or back) instead of slop¬ 
ing (this isn't possible with mid-terraced 
houses) will maximise the space internally. 

4. For a loft to be suitable for conversion, 
the main space should be at least 2.3m high 
- generally, the steeper the pitch of the roof, 
the better it will be for conversion. Standing 
up in the loft and walking around (if safe to 
do so) will give you an idea of how much use- 
able space there is. If there isn't enough head 
height, even by building out the roof, you 
may be able to lower the ceilings in the 
rooms below, but this will be expensive and 
disruptive and isn't practical if they're al¬ 
ready quite low. Another option may be to 
rebuild the roof to make it higher, which is 
also a big, expensive job. 

5. You'll need space for a staircase up to the 
loft on the floor below and if this means los¬ 
ing a bedroom, you may not be much better 
off by converting the loft. Spiral staircases 
can be a good space-saving solution, as can 
narrow (and straight) 'space-saver' stair¬ 
cases, although they aren't necessarily prac¬ 
tical for everyday use and are unlikely to 
comply with building regulations.

FENSA 
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Have you read any good bots lately? 


A dvertising works, why else would 
businesses pay for it? How else could 
advertising agencies make fortunes 
(from us) on the back of it? And what else ex¬ 
plains the growth of ‘microtargeting’ - on¬ 
line advertising aimed at those with digital 
profiles suggesting the greatest receptive¬ 
ness? 

Microtargeting, dominated by the likes of 
Google and Facebook, who own the data it 
relies on, is the new (and expensive) adver¬ 
tising fashion. 

But advertising isn’t used just to sell goods: 
it also ‘sells’ political parties, social move¬ 
ments, even ideas. Successful advertising 
brings power in the marketplace, whether 
that marketplace is for products, or for ideas 
and beliefs. So microtargeting to sell politics 
(and buy power) may already have come to 
a computer or mobile device near you. 

The news stories offered by a Google 
search or on a Facebook account, for exam¬ 
ple, are determined by algorithms that draw 
on each user’s digital trail: we see only what 
we’ve led the machine to think we want to 
see. Perhaps that’s not so different from one 
person choosing to read the Daily Mail, an¬ 
other the Guardian, and a third the Daily 
Mirror. “It’s just responding to my own in¬ 
terests”. 

Perhaps. But social media already tend to 
substitute ‘thinking for myself with ‘think¬ 
ing (and feeling) what my friends think (and 
feel)’. The scale and immediacy of person¬ 
ally-aimed digital news can only accelerate 
that trend towards social conformity. 

But what if we see only what the machine 
wants us to see ? What if politicians, or less 
visible power-seekers, manipulate what 
comes to our screens? What if large amounts 
of internet traffic - news stories, Facebook

‘likes’, Google searches that affect page rank¬ 
ings - come not from humans but from in¬ 
vented user accounts programmed to behave as 
if human, but in one pre-determined direction? 
Then the internet becomes not just an advertis¬ 
ing medium but a powerful engine of propa¬ 
ganda. 

All those ‘what ifs’ are happening now. 

Political organisations can buy (or be handed 
access to) vast databases of personal informa¬ 
tion collected from our lives on the web, on so¬ 
cial media, and on phones... That enables them 
to flood digital networks with targeted mes¬ 
sages, tailored stories, even false ‘news’. 

Buying digital profiles from data brokers for 
political purposes is questionable. The Elec¬ 
toral Commission controls campaign spending, 
but only within a short defined period; yet 
databases are built and acquired well before 
those limits apply. The Information Commis¬ 
sioner says that if political parties use ‘precise 
digital trails’ to target individuals “they are 
going to be outside the law” - for it’s illegal to 
process our ‘sensitive data’, which includes po¬ 
litical inclinations, without our permission. 
Microtargeting is OK for selling goods, but not 
for selling politics. Both the Electoral Commis¬ 
sion and the Information Commissioner are 
looking at this in relation to the current elec¬ 
tion and last year’s referendum. 

It’s illegal, too, for data-owners secretly to 


offer their databases to a political campaign. 
In a compelling piece of old-fashioned inves¬ 
tigative journalism, The Observer’s Carole 
Cadwalladr has dug deep into alleged links 
between the EU Leave campaigns and a net¬ 
work of data collection and analysis firms, all 
leading back to one small group of (extremely 
wealthy) American far-right activists - a 
group also instrumental in the Trump elec¬ 
tion campaign, now well-placed in the White 
House and, in some cases, with strong links 
to major internet companies. 

It’s all murky and secretive, but suggests 
that one or more American billionaires may 
have provided services and resources ‘in 
kind’ to influence a British political campaign 
- something that breaks not only the spending 
rules but also those that restrict foreign influ¬ 
ence. 

What if you don’t have access to data? Try 
manipulating the internet with ‘bots’ - those 
automated pseudo-accounts programmed to 
do nothing but send out, and respond to, trig¬ 
ger messages. 

Research suggests that around half of inter¬ 
net and social media traffic is of this type. In 
America, software called ‘Persona Manage¬ 
ment’ has been used as a climate-change-de- 
nier-bot: pretending to be hundreds of 
different people, it posted negative comments 
on any news story crediting human causes for 
climate change. 

In the run-up to the French Presidential 
election, Facebook and Twitter were full of 
such automated messages skewed in favour of 
the Front National. Before the EU referen¬ 
dum, a third of all Twitter traffic was bot-cre- 
ated to trend pro-Leave topics. Arron Banks, 
big funder of Leave.EU, has said that “since 
we deployed this technology [Artificial Intel¬ 
ligence] ... we got unprecedented levels of en¬ 


gagement. AI won it for leave.” He’s also said 
that “I don't give a monkey’s what the Elec¬ 
toral Commission says... We were just clev¬ 
erer than the regulators.” Among much else, 
Banks owns data and insurance companies: 
“We know everything about everyone. We 
buy everything.” Including political power 
over the rest of us? 

Without data access or bots, ‘cleverer’ folk 
can also distort search results. How many of 
us go beyond the first few links on a search- 
results page, let alone to the second and fur¬ 
ther pages? Those top results carry power. 
How do they get there? Most website design¬ 
ers know the tricks that will push them up 
Google’s page rankings. The more sites that 
link to each other, the greater their ability to 
rise in the rankings. 

Jonathan Albright, a researcher in North 
Carolina, has produced an astounding visual 
analysis of how a vast network of far-right 
websites has established a grip on political 
search: his diagram looks like a manic virus 
running out of control and infecting other 
platforms such as Facebook. This organism - 
for that’s what it is - promotes false news and 
hate stories, determines how auto-complete 
searches will behave, and fuels its own 
growth. Everyone who is trapped by clicking 
anywhere within it is then automatically 
tracked and pursued with political messages 
of the ‘right’ kind. 

So here's a hope for Thursday’s election: 
that everyone who votes does so because of 
what they know and think for themselves. 
And here’s another: that nobody breaks the 
law in reaching the place where laws are 
made.

T HESE are uncomfort¬ 
able days for Lyme 
Regis Town Council. 
Events conspired to make it a 
very fractious Bank Holiday 
for our elected members. 

The lack of the park and ride fa¬ 
cility at both ends of the town re¬ 
sulted in traffic mayhem, the lack 
of a cash point facility in the main 
street and the closure of the ladies 
toilet on the seafront prompted one 
reader to write to us saying Lyme 
was “in meltdown”. 

A slight exaggeration, perhaps, 
but in 12 years of running this 
newspaper I can’t remember an¬ 
ther time when we received so 
many complaints from residents 
and visitors. 

Walking down Church Street on

showers had to be turned off and 
gossip about some staffing issues 
at the town council offices. 

Not a good week, then, for LRTC. 

We can’t really blame the town 
council for the lack of cashpoint fa¬ 
cilities in the main street. The 


ATM at Tesco has been out of order 
for ten days now but I am pleased 
to see that Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds, as chairman of the 
Tourism, Publicity and Commu¬ 
nity Committee, has been trying to 
find a solution although it is not 
the councils responsibility. 

The closure of our three banks in 
recent times has led to this situa¬ 
tion but visitors aren’t to know 
that and arriving in a town after 
the shops are shut, desperate for

science come together for U3A talk

JOHN Marriage, local expert on all things pho¬ 
tographic and scientific, will combine his en¬ 
thusiasms in an illustrated talk to the Lyme 
Regis-based Heritage Coast University of the 
Thid Age (U3A) on Wednesday, June 14th. 

John has researched the history of 'Lichten- 
berg figures' - the strange, beautiful, almost 
organic shapes formed when a pulse of high- 


voltage electricity passes over the surface of 
an insulator. 

These were first described by Georg 
Christoph Lichtenberg in the 18th century, 
and first photographed in the 19th by Etienne 
Leopold Trouvelot. Their work produced little 
important scientific outcome, but the visual 
force of their images has continued to attract 


artists. John's talk is illustrated by examples of 
their work, and of Lichtenberg figures he has 
himself created. 

The talk is at 11am on Wednesday, June 14th 
in Woodmead Halls, with coffee or tea avail¬ 
able from 10am.

Terror attacks: 
PCC statement 

DORSET Police & Crime Commissioner, Mar- 
tyn Underhill, has issued a statement in re¬ 
sponse to the London attacks on Saturday 
night. 

The statement read: “Sadly, we have seen 
three terrorist attacks in quick succession in 
the UK. Our thoughts go out to the innocent vic¬ 
tims and to the brave first responders who lost 
their lives or were injured. 

“We need to try to better understand how we, 
as a society, can dilute the radical hate and 
come together as one. 

“This is an important time, with the prize of 
any democracy, a general election, happening 
this week. Nothing or nobody must ever be al¬ 
lowed to deter, prevent or frustrate the inher¬ 
ent right of every UK citizen to vote in our free 
elections. 

“This is a complicated landscape and once the 
election is complete, we must address the fac¬ 
tors that are feeding recurring terrorist at¬ 
tacks. 

“Firstly, we face greater online radicalisation, 
and I support the drive to hold social media 
companies to account for policing this. 

“Secondly, there appears to be a clear in¬ 
crease in home grown radicalisation. Police 
and security services cannot be everywhere all 
the time. The more people that become radi¬ 
calised, the increased likelihood that terrorist 
incidents will occur. 

“The third challenge is that attackers can 
quickly change their modus operandi at will. 
Security services, policing and society must not 
only keep up but stay ahead of the curve. That 
is why the Chief Constable and I are examining 
the option and cost of offering Taser to every 
police officer who requests one and who suc¬ 
cessfully passes the training. 

“Finally, a thorough review must be under¬ 
taken to establish whether the current counter¬ 
terrorism strategy is working.”

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Getting into character ahead of‘Monmouth’ 




I f anyone was in the vicinity of the 
seafront last Thursday evening 
they may have seen a strange spec¬ 
tacle; a rebel army marching on Lyme. 

Well, granted it was a bunch of thes- 
pians who raided the communal dress¬ 
ing-up box, but they had rebellion on 
their minds and 17th century cos¬ 
tumes on their bodies with the addi¬ 
tion of artfully-concealed Velcro. 

These exterior scenes were sched¬ 
uled to be rehearsed earlier in the 
evening, but rain put paid to that and, 
unlike Monmouth’s rebels, we were 
not too keen to get our nice costumes 
wet. 

Looking out at the rain, Nick Ivins, 
who is playing the Duke of Monmouth, 
asked “is it an omen?” “No,” we 
replied, “it’s rain,” being well-versed 
in meteorological phenomena. 

While we waited for the rain to abate, 
we worked on the early scenes which 
take place on the seafront and in the 
George Inn, which stood in Coombe 
Street until it came off worst in the 
1844 Great Fire of Lyme. 

As soon as Sampson Larke (played 
by Brian Rattenbury) had sung his 
song three times over we left the the¬ 
atre. No reflection on Brian’s singing 
of course! And as we all know in local 
theatrical circles, Brian always sings! 

So, there we were, the rabble army, 
err... I mean the rebel army, making 
our way to the Cobb through the 
hordes of holidaymakers. 

As we climbed up on to the Cobb, the 
sky was brilliantly lit behind us. 


There followed much shouting, chant¬ 
ing and singing (Brian once more, 
with a little help from his friends), 
which we believe was heard as far 
away as Chideock although we have 
no sound scientific basis for that be¬ 
lief. 

The community play ‘Monmouth’, 
weather permitting, will commence at 
6.45pm each evening from July 6th to 
8th and 13th to 15th on the sandy 
beach, where you can experience for 
yourselves the arrival of Monmouth 
and his rebels, followed by a proces¬ 
sion to the Marine Theatre for the play 
to start at 7.30pm. 

A word about two of the rebels: 
Fletcher of Saltoun and Heywood 
Dare. Dare was a Taunton goldsmith 
and latterly a broker in Amsterdam. 
He had been appointed by Monmouth 
to be his secretary and paymaster. 

Fletcher was a celebrated military of¬ 
ficer who took exception to the fact 


that Dare rode in on a beautiful and 
spirited charger which he believed 
would be better used as his own steed. 

Dare would not give up the animal 
and in the altercation which followed, 
Fletcher shot Dare dead. Dare’s 
friends demanded vengeance and 
Monmouth, to screen him from 
reprisals, had him arrested and sent 
back to the ship from where he was ex¬ 
iled to Spain. 

On that fateful first day, therefore, 
the Duke lost two of his most able men. 
The rebellion was already unravelling. 

Dare and Fletcher are played respec¬ 
tively by John Simpson and John Mur¬ 
phy. Some of you will remember John 
Simpson’s dramatic entrance on the 
balcony during the Tempest of Lyme; 
“A pox on your Palmers’s ale”. 

Tickets for Monmouth are available 
from the Tourist Information Centre 
or via the Marine Theatre website.

A TASTE OF THE 
MONMOUTH REBELLION 

In the run up to the Marine Theatre's community play 
'Monmouth', based on the Monmouth Rebellion, we try 
out recipes from the period 


"AND I dined well, and might 
merry, especially my Lady Slany 
and I about eating of creame 
and brown bread, which she 
loves as much as I" - Samuel 
Pepys, July 13th 1665 

The dairy was seen as an ac¬ 
ceptable place for the mistress 
of the house to be seen and to 
'work', according to Henry Percy, 
9th Earl of Northumberland, 
1595: "A dary is tolerable, the 
kitching, buttery or pantry are 
not proper places". 

And the tale of Little Miss Muf- 
fet provides clear proof of the 
variety of dairy produce made 
and consumed in 17th century 
England, from milk, cream, but¬ 
ter, buttermilk, to cheese, curds 
and whey. 

Samuel Pepys was clearly smit¬ 
ten with creamy confections 
such as syllabubs and clotted 
cream was fast becoming a culi¬ 
nary obsession. 

Sir Kenelm Digby's collection 
has various recipes for what has 
become a quintessentially En¬ 
glish item but which may have 
originally been a middle eastern 
delicacy called Kaymark, which 
is still consumed today. 

The following recipes are defi¬ 
nitely for the cream lovers 
amongst us and those not on a 
diet no apologies! 


Syllabub - a little goes a long 
way. Try serving with the cream 
toasts 

1 kilo of a seasonal summer fruit 
stewed in 

1 tblsp light brown sugar, more 
or less if you like 

Juice of 1 lemon 

2 tblsp water 

Measure off 10 fl oz of fruit syrup 
and let it go cold. Add to 10 fl oz 
of double cream, whisk with a 
balloon whisk till frothy and 
slightly thickened and then pour 
into long glasses and drink as 
Pepys would have done or serve 
with the following. 

Cream toasts - a smart version 
on pain perdu or eggy bread 

4 slices of good bread, not sour¬ 
dough, but white or brown 
150ml double cream 
60 ml milk, not semi skimmed 
25g sugar 

Large pinch cinnamon 
1 egg, beaten 

15g butter, clarified if possible 
Dark brown sugar 
Mix together the cream, milk, 
sugar, cinnamon and eggs and 
leave the bread to soak in it for 
about 10 minutes. Fry the bread 
in the butter till gently browned 
and serve sprinkle with sugar. 
Would go well with a compote of 
summer fruits or apricots.

In September Working parents of three to 
four year olds across the country will be 
eligible for 30 hours of free childcare a week 


PARENTS are currently eligible for 15 hours a 
week and the change in policy is only available 
from Ofsted registered nurseries, pre-schools 
and child-minders. 

The new scheme will be introduced later this 
year and your child must have turned three be¬ 
fore the start of the academic year. 

The 30 hours of free childcare can be used in 
term times for 38 weeks or parents can spread 
the free childcare out over 51 weeks, but by 
doing so they would only be eligible for 21.5 
hours per week. 

Will I qualify for 30 hours of free childcare? 

Parents of three and four year olds will need to 
meet the following criteria in order to be eligible 
for 30 hours of free childcare. 

• They earn or expect to earn the equivalent to 
16 hours at National Minimum or Living Wage 
over the coming three months. 

• This equates to £120 a week (or c.£6,000 a 
year) for each parent over 25 years old or £112.80 
a week (or c.£5,800 a year) for each parent 
between 21 and 24 years old and £56 a week for 
apprentices in their first year. 

• This applies whether you are in paid 
employment, self-employed or on zero hours 
contract. 

• The parent (and their partner where 
applicable) should be seeking the free childcare 


to enable them to work. 

• Where one or both parents are on maternity, 
paternity, shared parental or adoption leave, or 
if they are on statutory sick leave. 

• Where one parent meets the income criteria 
and the other is unable to work because they are 
disabled, have caring responsibilities or have 
been assessed as having limited capability to 
work. 

• Where a parent is in a 'start-up period' (i.e. 
they are newly self-employed) they do not need 
to demonstrate that they meet the income crite¬ 
ria for 12 months. 

• If one or both parents is a non-EEA national, 
the parent applying must have recourse to 
public funds. 

A parent will not meet the criteria when: 

• Either parent has an income of more than 

£ 100 , 000 . 

• If one or both parents is a non-EEA national 
and the parent applying does not have recourse 
to public funds. 

What happens if a parent loses eligibility? 

• They will receive a 'grace period' - this means 
they will be able to keep their childcare for a 
short period. 

• Once the 'grace period' has lapsed, the 
parent should be entitled to the universal 
15-hour entitlement.
